A UTIOA 8 A VAN ESSAYS AN EXPLANATION OK 
THE MYSTEKY — CAPILLARY ATTRACTION 
TUE SECRET. 

[From the Ctica Herald, Judy 18th.] 

A gentleman iu IJticrt, on Saturday, 
■who is a professor of mathematics, and 
likewise well versed in the sciences, 
gave an opinion as to the method in 
■wliuih the power employed in the 
Keely motor ia generated, which fully 
meets the conditions given by En- 
gineer Haswell, and is a very plausible 
theory. It lias been closely investi- 
gated by a number of scientific men, 
and pronounced to be a force equal 
to, if not the force employed by -Mr. 
Koely. 

THE FORCE. 

The professor believes the force em- 
ployed to be the capillary attraction, or 
molecular energy which is exercised 
between particles of water and small 
tubes through which it flows. The 
principle, which is well understood by 
every body, is that the sides of the 
tube attract the water, causing it to 
rise in the tube. It i* the force which 
dissolves salt and sugar, and causes 
the oil to rise in a lamp-wick. The 
great power of molecular energy is 
■well known to scientists; but the force 
has never been confined, like the force 
of powder in a gun barrel, or steam in a 
Bteamboiler. As instances of its great 
power the professor stated th at it is 
often employed iu blasting, boles be- 
ing bored in large rocks and wooden 
plugs inserted. When water ia ap- 
plied to the plugs, the capillary at- 
traction of the pores in the wood 
causes the water to enter and swell the 
■wood, and finally to burst the rock. 
The sap of trees is conveyed through 
the trunk and branches to the leaves 
by capillary attraction. And in one 
of the large trees of California it will 
readily be soeii that the force which 
lifts such a largo amoir.it of sap to so 
great a height must necessarily be very- 
great. Endosmoso is believed to be a 
form of this molecular energy. In tho 
human body, the blood is sent to nil 
the different parts by the action of the 
heart. It is returned to the heart by 
the action of the capillaries. When 
the blood reaches the foot, it becomes 
what is known as venous blood, 
and is taken up by millions of ca- 
pillary tubes only half an inch in 
length, and returned through veins 
which vary in sizn, until, when the. 
heart, is reached, the stream is an inch 
in diameter. Tho only force which 
sustains the weight of this blood, find 
sends it upward through the logs and 
body into the heart, is

of the small tubes in the tout. At the 
Massachusetts Agricultural College 
last year a grapevine was amputated 
near the ground , and a piece of gas 
pipe was attached to tin 1 root in order 
to test the power of capillary attrac- 
tion in the root. [ n a day or two it 
was discovered that the sap bad risen 
in the gas pipe to a hight of fifty feet. 
Numerous other instances might be 
given, but these are sufficient to illus- 
trate the force. 

The basis on which the professor 
makes bis calculations is laid down in 
Billiman's Principles of Physics, and 
is that a tube of one-one-hundredtli 
(01) of an inch in diameter will sup- 
port a column of four inches of water. 
Among tho laws governing capillary 
attraction are these: -Tin: high! t" 
which tho water will rise is inversely 
as tho diameter <>i the tube, and the 
amount of flow is proportional to the 
invorse square •>! the diameter; for tho 
same pressure and the same diameter 
the flow is in inverse ratio to the length 
of tho tubes. Calculations made in 
accordance with these rules show that 
a tube one-two-hundredth of an inch in 
diametor would support a column of 
Water sixteen inches in higbt;n tube 
one-four hundredth of an inch sixty- 
four inches; one-eighth hundredth of 
an inch 2. r >(J inches, Thcle calcula- 
tions, when carried out, show that a 
mass of tubes oue-lifty-ouo thousand 
two hundredth part of au inch in dia- 
meter, and covering the space of a 
square inch, would support a column 
of water 16f miles h'gb.orexert n pres- 
sure of 36,661? pounds. Here, then, is 
tho secrot of tho power if figures 
won't lie.

To obtain a mass of tubes with u 
diametor sufficiently small, the pro- 
fessor takes platinum sponge, a metal 
which absorbs water as readily as 
phrVlk. U the diameter of the tub«s is 



not small enough, it can be made 
smaller by compressing tho metal by 
hydrostatic pressure. A metal cylin- 
der, closed at one end, is taken, and 
a pieco of platinum one-third its length 
fastened in tho centre of the cylinder, 
leaving no communication between 
the ends of the cylind. r except through 
the platinum. Now make a cover for t he 
open end which can bo screwed on. II 
water is put into this (Mid of the cylin- 
der, it will be taken up by the platin- 
um, and forced through tho thousands 
of tubes it contains, into the air cham- 
ber at the closed end of the cylinder 
with tremendous energy, appearing in 
the shape of a fine vapor. The air 
becoming saturated with this vapor 
becomes cold, and here we have the 
cold vapor which operates the Keely I 
motor.

The Administration of Jua- 
tioo. 

AVo have three Supreme Court and 
five County Court J udges in this Pro- 
vince, and yet how Utile judicial work 
ia actually done in the aggregate by 
thern. The only lawyers are on the 
Supreme Bench, and we havo tho an- 
omaly of tho five other gentlemen ad- 
ministering law who are not trained 
to it. No doubt these gentlemen are 
well fitted for any office tilled usual- 
ly by laymen, and no one would say 
anything against them outside of their 
functions as judges, out all will agree 
that they have outlived their time and 
should be replaced hy men educated 
in tho practice of the law. With law- 
yers on tho County Bench we might 
have Courts of Quarter Sessions es- 
tablished and presided over by the 
County Judge as Chairman, Those 
Couits would sil lour times a year and 
would try misdemeanors and felonies 
not punishable with death, so that 
prisoners uow committed for trial 
would not have to wait six months to 
be tried, at the public expense, with 
witnesses who want to leave detained 
all that time to give ovidence. We 
could also with Quarter Sessions have 
Courts of Appeal to which decisions 
of Justices of the Peace under potty 
convictions could be taken and retried. 
"Wo are appointing Justices of the 
Peace throughout the Province who 
are not lawyers. They will be con- 
victing pai ties, and as they have the 
fees, inducements will shortly be giv- 
en to them to increase their business, 
and having no knowledge of law they 
must in many cases decide contrary to 
it. As free men we urge that them 
ought to be an appeal where the case 
could be retried by a Judge who is a 
lawyer, with a jury to pass upon the 
fact. The other Provinces enjoy this 
privilege and why should we not ? Tho 
Dominion Criminal Acts lately intro- 
duced confer the right of appeal, but 
for want of the Courts of Quarter Ses.- 
eious it cannot be exercised, and now 
we are at the mercy of every Justice. 
In matters under his jurisdiction 
his docision is absolute. We can 
appeal from a decision of a County to 
u Supreme Court Judge, and we can, 
after the first day of next month, ap- 
peal from a decision of the Supreme 
Court here to the Supreme Court at 
Ottawa; but from a decision of a Jus- I 
tice of tho Peace who ia not a lawyer I 
and not expected to bo one, there is no 
appeal. Hurry up, Mr. Attorney- 
General of the Province, and consti- 
tute these courts, and until lawyero 
are made County Judges the Sessions 
might be presided over by tho present 
County Judges; ljut if you do not 
want to give them criminal jurisdie- ! 
tion until presided over by a lawyer, 
then let tho County Judges give way. 
"With lawyers as County Judges we 
might have the expeditious mode of 
trying criminals in force in Ontario. 
There when a party is committed for 
trial, he is forthwith brought before a 
County Judge and arraigned on tho 
charge. If he pleads guilty he is at 
once sentenced by the Judge and sent 
oft' to the central prison or penitentiary 
to work. If he pleads "not guilty" he I 
is asked if he wishes to be tried by a 1 
jury or by the Judge? If by the form- 
er, he is sent back to prison until tho | 
Quarter Sessions or Court of Oyer and 
Terminer sits. If he elects to be tried 
by tho Judge he is forthwith tried and 
acquitted or convicted. Statistics 
show that about 80 per cent, of crim- 
inals sent up for trial in Ontario elect 
to be tried by the Judge without a 
jury. Why cannot we have this bene- 
ficial enactment as well as Ontario 
and other Provinces ? As matters now 
stand here there are no criminal 
Courts but those presided over by :he 
Supreme Court Judges. So that if a 
man is sent to piisou at Westminster, 
Nanaimo or any other place where I 
there is a County Judge ho must be 
kept there until tho Supremo Court 
Judge arrives to try him, and the 
County Judge sits idle, and the conn- 
try pays the heavy expenses of send- 
ing tho Supreme Court Judges over 
the Province twice a year to try those 
criminals. Surely it mus* be a saving 
to havo Quarter Sessions on this ac- 
count alone. In Ontario, in early 
times, the Courts of Oyer and Termin- 
er sat but once a year, the Judge hold- | 
ing tho assizes at the same time, the 
Courts of Quarter Sessions taking 
most of the criminal business, leaving 
only capital and very serious cases for 
the Supreme Court Judges. If wc had 
Quarter Sessions they might sit at Na- 
naimo, Now Westminster and at other 
places up to Cariboo, and havo the 
Supremo Court Judges go up only 
once a year. A great saving would 
thereby bo effected and the Judges of 
the Supreme Court would bo relieved 
of tho duty of trying criminals for 
light offences, and County Judges 
would take upon themselves a full 
ikare of the judicial work winch now 
falls to tho Supremo Court Judges.— 
Do tho County Judges stand in tho 
way of this Reform V

Supreme Court. 

[Before Hon. Judge Orsy.j 

Monday, Aug. 9. 1875. 
His Lordship, in delivering judgment 
in the matter of Vowel pa tho Queen, went 
carefully over the various issues of tho 
ctts<3, viz: Tho olaira for compensation 
for wrongful dismissal as to which tho 
Court hold that us no Bpeoial agreement 
with, tho petitioner hud boon proved his 
claim foil to tho ground; since iu default 
of such agreement he held office subject 
like tho other officers appointed by tho 
Lieutenant Governor only during plea- 
sure. Petitioner doubtless know tho rule 
and customs regulating those things and 
accepted the office subject to thorn, and 
must now submit to them. Tho Court 
said that rules of a like kiud were in force 
iu all trades, and wore admitted to have 
force in settling disputes iu those trades 
and the Government were as much en- 
titled to the benefit of such rule as any 
subjeat. Respecting the claim for allow- 
ance and expenses from Kootonay, tho 
Court held that this claim was settled by 
the payment of $150 which petitioner ad- 
mitted having received; but which ho 
said was insufficient. Tho From. or had 
said distinctly tbat if it hail not boon ac- 
cepted in full tho Omineoa appointment 
would have been revoked. His Lord 
ship said that most men in a similar case 
iu ordinary business would have con- 
sidered tho fact of petitioners remaining 
in tho employment a proof that the 
8150 was accepted in full. On this 
count also ho must decide against the 
petitioner. In the matter of the claims 
arising out of tho expenses of Barney 
Devino, the com t considered that peti- 
tioner had exceeded his authority, also 
that he himself admitted that he had 
erred in making the order for $201 nego- 
tiable. 

The non-payment of the order was also 
the result of petitioner's own advice, and 
in short tho troubles in this transaction 
arose out of petitioner's own blunders, 
and the Government, though responsible 
to tho public for tho errors of its officers, 
could not bo expected to be liable for the 
results of such mistakes to the officers 
themselves. Neither of "the claims arising 
out of tho lunacy case was legal, and it 
mattered not, therefore, which tho pay- 
ment made by the Government was in- 
tended to liquidate. 

As to tho question of salary at Omine- 
oa, his Lordship decided that tho fact of 
$3,000 being voted in tho Estimates did 
not necessarily imply that nothing less 
might bo paid unless so provided. The 
word "Estimates' 1 was almost enough to 
Bettlo this point. 

Respecting the conversation on tho 
matter with Mr. DeCosmos, no individu- 
al, not specially appointed so to do, had 
the power to bind tho Government or 
Corporation of which ho was a member. 
Petitioner knew the salary before ho ac- 
cepted tho office, and the Court could not 
allow the itom. His Lordship had gone 
into the case at length because it was the 
first one of the kind tried in the Province, 
and also, because, acting as ho was, both 
as judgT and jury, be was specially anxi- 
ous that everytding should be above sus- 
picion. Tho Court dually dismissed the 
petition without costs, granting liberty to 
either party to apply for further hearing 
on tho subject of tho said costs. His 
Lordship took tho opportunity of saying 
that ho believed petitioner to havo acted 
conscientiously throughout and that he 
was dismissed for no fault. 

Washington Tebkitory. — Tho Seattle 
Intelligencer says the sloop Polly was 
found adrift near Vashon Island, and 
taken charge of by Mr. J. B. Jouis last 
Sunday. She had seven or eight kegs of 
lager beer on board, and all sail set, but 
no living being aboard of her. Kho sailed 
from Muokilteo about two weeks ago iu 
charge of o man named Larson, who is 
supposed to bo drowned. . . .The N. P. It. 
B. Co. continue selling largo quantities 
of their lands in this Territory, i'he sales 
of July exceeded $200,000 in amount 
Capt. Lawson's party having completed 
the survey of Seattle harbor, tho schooner 
Fauntleioy, and her tender, tho steamer 
Lively, went over to port lilakoly with 
the surveying party on Wednesday to 
survey that harbor, and thence proceed 
in their work of sounding on both sides of 
these waters to Cape Flattery The So- 
attlo Tribune says: Capt. 8. W. Percival, 
of Olvmpia, is building, w<i are assured, 
tho finest residence to bo found in Wash- 
ington Territory. It is situated on tho 
"west side of that arm of Budd's Inlet pas- 
sing Olympia up to Tumwator, across the 
long bridge, in what is known as Marsh - 
ville. .. .A telegraphed order came this 
morning to have steam up on the Eliza 
Anderson at noon, tor what purpose was 
to bo divulged afterwards, and which we 
havo since not been able to learn. The 
Anderson has been lyim: alongsido the 
railroad dock at Tacoma for more than a 
mouth past, and it is now presumable 
that she is to bo put to other use. . . 
Plumbago, it is claimed, has been dis- 
covered not far from Seattle. 

.Nanaimo. — The Free Press states that 
Mr. Charles York and a number of other 
residents saved Nanaimo bridge from de- 
struction by lire in the early part of last 
■wefek, by almost superhuman exertions. 
It appears that tho Government hud ob- 
stinately infused to olear the approaches 
to tho bridge, thus detracting seriously 
from its usefulness. A quantity of dead 
timber took fire and the fire spread until 
it reached within 20 feel of the hiiiigo, 
•whon it was fortunately quenched 
Goal has been found cropping out iu Na- 
naimo river . . .A pettier named Frew has 
had ono of bis cattle gashed with an nx 
in the hands of a scundrel. Dr. Ul li- 
nens is vaccinating all the Indians 
Alox. Philips is going to upon a soda- 
water manufactory.

Progress of tho Revival. 

Tho physical endurance of Eov. Mr 
Hammond is nstonishing. Ho performs 
more real hard work than any man wo 
havo over known to address an audience. 
Every morning at ',) o'clock he conducts 
a prayer mooting, and in tho afternoon ho 
preaches a sermon. Tn tho evening ho 
holds an open air mooting iu some pub- 
lie place, and, immediately afterwards, a 
service, in a building selected for the 
purpose, that lasts from 3 to 5 hours. 
During all these oxereises the rev. gentle- 
man is constantly engaged in illustrating 
tho various anecdotes, singing, praying, 
and oxhortingjsomotimes leaving the plat- 
form and going into tho body of tho hull 
in his anxiety to impress the audience 
with tho importance of tho eternal truths 
which ho propounds. Iu physique and 
power of endurance a more vigorous 
specimen of a "muscular Christian" never 
occupied a pulpit. Take ouo of his illus- 
trations as a sample of all. Ho wishes to 
describe a beutry on guard. Ho Beiz9s a 
oano, raises it to tho shoulder, and with a 
measured, soldierly tread marches from 
side to side of tho stago, keeping time 
with his Voice "up and down," as to 
the tap of a drum. Then ho 
presents arms and tho attention of his 
audience having followed his movements 
ho inculcates the moral of the anecdote. 
On Sunday afternoon , Philharmonic Hall 
was crowded to its utmost capacity with 
worshippers of every denomination. There 
must havo been lliiJ persons present- 
about two thirds being ladies and child" 
ren. In tho evening at 6:45 Mr. Ham 
mond rode on horseback to tho front of 
tho Alhunibra. Two very large packing 
cases wore brought from W.& J. Wilson's 
store and placed at the crossing. Mr. 
Hammond then dismounted from his 
horse and mounted tho boxes. A lady 
with a violin, and three other young la- 
dies as the vocal choir, followed, ami sang 
"Hold the Fort," "Je .us of Nazareth 
passu th by," and several other beautiful 
sacred songs. After a short address from 
Mr. Hammond, a man from the audience 
mounted tho box and stated his exper- 
ience, a considerable portion of which 
seemed to have been acquired in hell, 
whither, ho said, God had conducted him. 
From the corner to Philharmonic Hull 
tho evangelist, choir, and about 300 per- 
sons proceeded. Tho hall was found to 
be already filled with worshippers, so 
that the crowd who came with Mr. Ham- 
mond were mostly nnablo to squeeze in 
An alarm of tiro about this timo was 
sounded and a rush was made for the 
door by many, who soon came back on 
finding that the alarm was false. Mr. 
Hammond delivered a fervid addross 
from tho text "the wages of sin is death, 
and tho gift of God is eternal life through 
our Lord Jesus Christ," which was lis 
toned to with marked attention. At the 
olose of the sermon many remained to the 
inquiry meeting which lasted till eleven 
o'clock. 

Yesterday morning and afternoon there 
were prayer meetings at Wesley Church. 
In the evening Philharmonic Hall was 
again densely crowded with an attentive 
and anxious congregation. Several la 
dies and geutlomen rose and thanked God 
for the presence of Jesus; the numbers 
present; for theirconversion ; never-dying 
love; for the revival, etc. Mr. Hammond 
next delivered an eloquent and beautiful 
discourse, and after stngiug, prayer and 
inquiry the assemblage dispersed. The 
last service will bo held this evening. 
These meetings aro certainly doing good 
iu our midst, and their early termination 
will be regretted. 



Tic Island Railway— "Eureka?" 

Mr. Harris, C. E., and party returned 
from an exploratory trip for a new ronto 
to avoid Saanioh Inlet in tho construc- 
tion of tho Island Railway. They have 
beej entirely successful. A now pass 
leiuftug through Sooke mountain range by 
an easy grade to Cowiohan was discover- 
ed and location survey will bo comuiono- 
oil to-morrow. This is the best nows 
Victoria has had for many a long day. 

Man Drowned. — On Sunday afternoon 
as a boat containing four men named Jos- 
eph Lange, White, Kriomler and Web- 
ster, wu3 proceeding up tho Arm, whon 
near Curtis' Point the bout was upset and 
tho men thrown into tho water. Ono 
swam ashore, two others clung to tho 
boat and were saved by tho crew of ano- 
ther boat, but Lango sank. About fifteen 
minutes afterwards Messrs. Mcrley and 
Bordo dove and saw tho body of Lange 
lying on tho bottom, his hands clutching 
tho seaweed ; but were unablo to raise 
him. Yesterday morning Messrs. Mor 
ley, Bordo, Edwards, Jones, and Harmon 
(the diver employed at Sponce's rouk) 
towed a punt to tho spot and tho diver 
went down; but was unablo to find the 
body, it having evidently been moved by 
the tide, which runs swiftly atthat point. 
Lange was a German pork butcher in tho 
employ of Mr, J. Heywood. 

C. F. Robinson. — The San Joso (Cal.) 
M.rcuri/ says of this young gentleman, 
who parts his hair in the middle and was 
last heard from at Burrard Inlet: — "As a 
street cur advertiser lis swindlod his pa- 
trons and tho company; as a gay Lothario 
he was also u success. Whon ho left, 
which ho did between two days, he car- 
ried with him as Bouvutiirs, several gold- 
en ornaments, which the owners thereof 
have since endeavored to recover, but in 
vain. As a bogus canvasser for the ,S. F. 
Chronicle ho gained a State wide reputa- 
tion, and was only saved from the peni- 
tentiary through sympathy for his fumi 
ly, In Oakland, Gilroy and other places 
ho carried on extensive confidence opera- 
tions, anil may he sot down as a heartless 
scoundrel as well as a consummate bilk."

The prospects 
in England and Continental Europe are 
fully as encouraging for a largo yield as 
here."

LAST NIGHT'S DISPATCHES. 

Eastern States 

Cincinnati, Aug. 7.— Somers, of Pai- 
rath & Bro., S28, West Fifth street, went 
out last Thursday evening leaving his 
wife aud daughter in charge of tho shop. 
Thoy took chairs and sat on the pavement 
near the front door, and whilo sitting 
there a thief entered tho rear, and, al- 
though the gas was burniug brightly, he 
succeeded iu gett.ng from 8900U to S10,- 
000 worth of jewelry out of tho open safe 
and escaped. Tho loss was not discover- 
ed till Friday morning. 

There has been a growing suspicion 
here that the four young Cincinnatians 
whose bodies were recovered from tho 
river and who were supposed to have 
been run over in a skill' by a tow boat, 
were tho victims of foul play. The bod- 
ies when recovered wuro found horribly 
mangled about tho face. Tho mutter will 
probably receive a thorough investiga- 
tion. 

New York, Aug. 7.— Cardinal McClos- 
key, accompanied by his secretary, nailed 
to-day for Havre on his way to Rome, 
where he will receive the hat and ring of 
tho Oardinalate. 

DELAYED DESPATCHES. 

Europe. 

London, Aug. 4.— The liabilities of Da- 
costa, Roaato it Co., of Leaden hall street, 
whoso failure is reported, are now stated 
to bo £3,000,000. 

London, Aug. i. -Tho annual banquet 
was given by the Lord Mayor of London 
to Her Majesty's ministers to-night. Dis- 
raeli, responding to a toast to tho govern- 
ment, declared t'^o country was prosper- 
ous and the people contented. Alluding 
to foreign affairs, he said peace prevailed, 
aud in his opinion it would continue to 
prevail. If tho foreign relations of Great 
Britain wero scrutinized he believed it 
would bo found thoy had been conducted 
with prudence and firmness. The coloni- 
al empiro would be developed and con- 
solidated Its interests and shimpathies 
ought to be assimilated with those of tho 
mother country, and ultimately the colo- 
nies would provo a source not of weakness 
but of strength and splendor. Reviewing 
the work of tho present session of parlia- 
ment, ho adverted at some length to tho 
incident of tho shipping bill. Ho stated 
th At in proposing the new measure the 
govemment had been assisted, not coerc- 
ed by public opinion. In conclusion ho 
repeated tho opinion which he onoo be 
fore declared here, that the people of 
Great Britain wero hejter off than the 
nobility of other countries. Tue speech 
was read with enthusiastic cheers. Oilier 
members of the cabinet spoko iu a similar 
strain. 

At the hearing of the case of tho Collie 
Bros., to-day, Rainbow, of the firm i f 
Rainbow, Herberton ii Co , te-itifled that 
a quantity of cotton was bought in 1873 
of tho Collies on joint account with the 
linn. In consequence of decline iu value 
they never had an opportunity of selling 
at a profit. The Collies drew bills against 
tho cotton, and Rainbow, Herberton & 
Co. endorsed thoiu. The Collies sul s - 
quently sold tho cotton and had tho hills 
originally drawn against it renewed ofter 
it passed beyond their control. It was 
tho maturity of these bills that caused the 
recent disaster, [n consequence of the 
absence of Sergeant Ballantine, tho lead- 
ing lawyer for tho defeuso, further he ir 
ing of tho cuso was postponed till Monday 
next. 

Vienna, Aug. 4. — In spito of tho efforts 
of the prince of Montenegro to prevent 
it, several bodies of his subjects have 
crossed into ,Herzogovinu to join the 
insurgents. 

A special to the Times from Berlin sajj s 
tho Turks are collecting in a largo force 
to crush tho insurrection in Herzegovina 
with ono blow, 

London, Aug. 4. The race for the 
Biighton cup was won by Mario Stuart, 
Louise Victoria seooud, Kaiser tl ml. 

London, Aug. 4. -It has been decided 
that no international prison congress shall 
be hold in 1870. Tho permanent prison 
coiiiniiss'.oii composed of Dr. E.C. Wines 
of tho United Stat OS, Baron Holzordorff, 
Germany ; G. Slovens, Belgium; M. Pols. 
Holland, and others, will meet at Frank- 
fort to receive reports for consideration 
of the congress, which v, ill bo held Inter, 
probably iu Zurich. 

Duiilin, Aug. 5. — Tho celebration of 
tho 100th anniversary of tho birthday of 
Daniel O Con noli began hero to-day, and 
will bo continued throe days. This 
morning solemn religious coiomonios 
woro oQiciated, assisted by Irish and 
other Catholic prelates. This afternoon 
tho oratorio of Elijah is to bo ruing in 
Exhibition Palaoe, and iu tho evening a 
conceit of Irish music will take place in 
tho same building, whou the centennial 
ode will bo raoitod. Tho Uous«» are de- 



corated with banners, garlands and mot- 
toos, and a groat display oi green. 

Dublin, Aug. 5. —Dr. Crake, the now 
archbishop of Oashel, preached in the 
cathedral this morn inc. on O'Connell.the 
liberator. Four archbishops, 40 bishops 
ami 500 prioma purtioiputeu iu tho cv.e 
monies, which wero very imposing ai d 
impressive. Tho cathedral was immense- 
ly crowded and the music was magnifi- 
cent, 

lioiiE, Aug. 5.— O'Connell oontenary 
is observed here by the celebration oi 
nontifical high mass in the chapel of the 
Irish College. 

Dublin, Aug. 5. — Tho centenary con- 
certs given this afternoon and oveuing 
aro attended by largo numbers. Dr. 
Crake, in the course of his sermon at the 
cathedral this morning, said: Tho Irish 
pooplo aro being educated under a sys- 
tem which if not ull they could desire, 
was much superior to the past. The 
foreign church, ho added, had been hum 
bled, the right of ocoupiers of soil have, 
to some extent, boon recognized, and we 
are fast, working into a position of equa 
lity and independence which all should 
occupy under the protection of what 1 
am not afraid to call tho best .balanced 
constitution in tho world. 

Dublin, Aug. 5. —The city is brilliant- 
ly illuuiinntod, and thostroots filled with 
animated throngs. Everything passed 
off quietly. 

Paris, Aug. £>. — The action brought by 
publishers of Napoleon's life of Cieiar 
against tho author's heirs, in which the 
plaintiff claimed 167,000 francs indem- 
nity for loss in consequence of nonooni- 
pletiou of tho work, has boon dismissed 
with costs. 

New Voits, Aug. C— A Bpeoial dis- 
patch from Dublin says: Secret meeting 
of the Amnesty Association Societies have 
been hold iu the interest, of the national 
aud international ideas to bo represented 
in the demonstration to-morrow, and 
strong efforts have been made to iuduco 
tho Lord Mayor's party to substitute 
Hon. Isaac Butt in place of Lord O'Hag- 
au ns orator, who shall pronounce the 
eulogy upon O'Connell. A Home-rule 
character would thus have been given the 
affair, but the efforts failed, and throats 
aro made of interruption to Lord O'Hag- 
an if ho speaks. 

Dublin, Aug. G Tho uumorous organi- 
zations, civio and military, which wero to 
take part in the procession to-day, began 
to assemble at an early hour this morn- 
ing, in St. Stephen's Green and vicinity. 
It is estimated there wero nearly 4.000 
people in the lino. Houses and sidewull s 
along tho line were crowded with dense 
masses of spectators. There was great 
cheering as the procession marched past 
O'Connell's house and the city hall, where 
the great liberator delivered his first ora- 
tion against the union. The members of 
tho Fenian Amnesty Association marched 
with a banner at their head, hung with 
chains. Their flags woro dressed with 
crape and other emblems of mourning 
wore displayed. Dr. Isaac Bult aud other 
home rulers of parliament marched with 
the association. In Sackville street, as 
divisions of tho procession, with 
binds playing-, arrived and took 
up their positions, the scene was 
grand and stirring. Long before all had 
arrived the commemoration ceremonies 
began at tho site of tho monument. Lord 
U'llaguu, who was to have delivered the 
oration, was not ablo to be present, and 
the Lord Mayor of Dublin came forward 
to road it to tho assembled multitude. 
The moment he appeared there was great 
uproar and confusion. The Fenian am 
nosty men had moved up to the front of 
the platform, and as the Lord Mayor be 
gun to speak they shook tho chains at- 
tached to their banners in his face and 
drowned his voice with 9honts of "No 
Wiggery," and loud ories for Dr. Butt. 

The mayor made a second attempt to 
resd the speech, but finding it impossible 
to make himself heard withdrew from 
tho platform and proceeded to his car- 
riage under protection of the police. Dr, 
Butt, in response to repeated calls, camo 
forward and made a speech, reviewing 
the career of O'Connell, thanking the 
people for their praiseworthy conduct 
dining the day. He was enthusiastically 
cheered. Speeches were made by O'Con- 
nor Tower, member of Parliament for 
Mayo county, and Sullivan, member for 
Louth. Tho proceeding's were then brough 
to a close and tho vast assemblage peace- 
fully dispersed. With the exception of 
tho scene in front of the platform, there 
was no serious disturbance throughout 
Hie day. Tho sermon delivered by Dr. 
Coke yesterday, is much admired for its 
eloquence, but is sharply criticized by 
liberal Catholics, for drawing anew an 
ultramontane lino, which virtually ex 
eludes liberals from tho church. The 
Dublin Mall says nine parts of the dis 
course was devoted to tho chinch and 
one to O'Connell. 

Dublin, Aug. 0.— Midnight— A grand 
banquet, at which the lord mayor presid- 
ed, was given at Exhibition Palace this 
evening. The proceedings were marked 
by no incident of interest until one of 
tho regular toasts, viz: "Tho legislative 
independence of Ireland," was reached 

Tins the mayor announced, and oalled 
on Charles Gavan Duffy to respond. On 
Duffy using he was greeted with a tre- 
mendous uproar and shouts of Butt for 
twenty minutes. There was a scene of 
wild disorder. The mayor made repeated 
attempts to gain u hearing, but iu vain, 
and vacated tho chair. Dr. Butl then 
ruse and began to speak, wlu.n tho gas 
was extinguished, aud the company dis- 
persed in gn at confusion and hi fi>io the 
series of regular toast.) was flui died.
